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(57) Abstract: A hybrid vehicle, wherein 
since the drive force of a generator motor 
(Ml) disposed to surround the outer periphery 
of the input shaft (16) of a transmission 
(T) is transmitted to the output shaft (17) 
of the transmission (T) through an endless 
chain (78), the drive force can be transmitted 
between the generator motor (Ml) and the 
output shaft (17) without passing an engine 
(E) and the input shaft (16), i.e., since a 
foot axis driving is enabled, electric power 
consumption can be reduced and energy 
recovering efficiency in regenerative braking 
can be increased. Since the crankshaft (15) of 
the engine (E) and the input shaft (16) of the 
transmission (T) are coaxially disposed and 
the generator motor (Ml) is disposed between 
the engine (E) and the transmission (T), the 
generator motor (Ml) can be disposed in the 
same manner as in a conventional holding 
type generator motor, and a foot drive system 
can be adopted without largely changing the 
design of the transmission (T). 
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
